TOKIO.  July  18  — Swirling  out  of 
the  Western  Pacific  typhoon 
neat,  a  wlml  and  rain  storm  of  cy- 
clonic proportions  slashed  ltd  way 
Voday  across  the  Loochoo  Islands 
and  Kluahiu  In  Southern  Japan  and 
then  swept  unabated  northwestward 
across  Korea,  leaving  widespread 
death  and  damace  In  Its  wake. 

Ships  were  smashed  and  sunk, 
houses  collapsed  and  huge  landslides 
were  caused  by  the  gale  and  down- 
pour that  ripped  across  the  Korea 
SUalt  at  100  miles  an  hour. 

One  report  said  a  village  of  300  on 
Klushlu  Island  had  been  burled  in 
a  landslide  loosened  by  the  rain.

.•-aid  many  ships  In  Nagasaki  Harbor 
had  capsized  with  n  undetermined 
number  of  casualties.

BERLIN.  July  18  —  The  German 
Reichstag  is  dissolved. 

Contrary  to  yesterday's  outlook, 
the  Nstlonallsta.  under  the  leader- 
ship of  the  embittered  Alfred 
Hugenberg.  whose  aim  la  the  de- 
struction of  the  present  parlia- 
mentary government,  voted  to 
nullify  two  decrees  for  bringing  the 
budget  into  balance  and  succeeded, 
with  the  Socialists,  the  Communists 
and  a  few  Independents  in  beating 
the  Cabinet  by  236  to  231  votes. 

Thereupon  Chancellor  Helnrich 
Bruening  in  the  name  of  the 
authorization  from  President  Hln- 
denburg  which  he  had  been  carry- 
ing in  his  breast  pocket  for  the  last 
three  days  solemnly  dissolved  the 
Reichstag. 

The  dictatorship  continues  for  a 
full  period  of  ninety  days.  But  with- 
in sixty  days  new  elections  must 
be  held.  It  is  probable  thst  the 
Cabinet  will  postpone  the  election  to 
the  extreme  limit. 

In  the  Interim,  using  its  dictato- 
rial powers,  the  Cabinet  will  slightly 
modify  and  bring  Into  force  the 
new  tax  laws  which  balance  the 
budget  at  least  temporarily.  The 
Cabinets  opponents  declare  that 
this  Intention  is  completely  uncon- 
stitutional and  that  once  the  legis- 
lation has  been  voted  down  by  the 
Reichstag  the  Cabinet  has  no  right 
merely  to  change  the  wording 
slightly  and  execute  It  by  dictatorial 
powers  But  until  this  matter  is 
decided  by  the  court*  the  Judgment 
nf  the  Relchs  President  Atanda  and 
he  is  for  Chancellor  Bruening.

Dealing  with  the  criticism  as  to 
what  had  been  done  by  himself  at 
Ottawa.  Mr  Dickie  said  that  the 
Issue  In  the  election  was  not  what 
Mr.  Dickie  had  done  or  what  Mr.

Demolition  or  repair  orders  affect- 
ing forty-four  dilapidated  buildings 
will  be  submitted  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil on  Monday  evening,  for  ratifica- 
tion.

Saskatchewan  la  to  test  the  sincerity  of  the 
statement  made  by  Mr  M;i«>.<  n/.w  King  that  the 
Federal  Government  Is  now  willing  to  give  some 
assistance  towards  affording  relief  for  unem- 
ployment. The  pressure  of  an  election  fight,  in 
which  the  outstanding  issue  has  become  unem- 
ployment, has  forced  the  Prime  Minister  to  dip 
ODH  more  into  the  Pandora  Box  of  promises. 
He  has  been  squeezed  Into  a  position  of  recant- 
ing his  former  conception  that  unemployment 
Is  not  an  issue  of  the  campaign.  Now  he  Inti- 
mates there  is  possibly  some  truth  in  the  com- 
plaints made  regarding  existing  conditions. 
'  What  he  has  failed  to  do  is  to  notify  the  Minis- 
ters of  his  Cabinet  of  Ills  change  of  heart.  They 
still  go  about  the  country  loudly  asserting  that 
the  Dominion  Government  has  no  responsibility 
for  unemployment;  that  It  is  a  provincial  and 
municipal  affair 

In  the  heat  of  an  election  campaign  and  on 
a  party  platform  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  has  sug- 
gested a  possibility  of  the  Dominion  Government 
being  Induced  to  give  "dollar  for  dollar"  with 
the  Provincial  Governments  and  the  municipali- 
ties towards  the  cost  of  works  devised  tor  un- 
employment benefit  In  cold  blood,  and  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  of  Commons,  he  stated  that 
His  Government  was  not  prepared  to  give  a  five- 
cent  piece  to  any  Tory  Government  in  the  coun- 
r  .  to  aid  in  alleviating  unemployment.  Sas- 
katchewan is  to  endeavor  to  find  out  which 
statement  approximates  the  truth.

The 
preferential  Jam  m  its  composition 
was  to  create  sentiment  in  Eng- 
land to  minister  to  the  failure  of 
their  speculative  tendencies  They 
decry  Mr  Bennett  s  seeming  lack  of 
sentiment  for  England.  What  sen- 
timent did  they  show  for  England 
or  for  Canada  either,  when  Mr. 
Thomas  came  over  and  was  re- 
ported to  have  offered  $1.35  per 
bushel  for  our  wheat  If  we  would 
purchase  coal  from  them  Instead  of 
from  the  United  States,  and  help 
relieve  their  unemploymfnt.  To  a 
question  to  this  effect  put  to  Mr. 
Thomas  In  the  House  of  Commons 
In  England  a  few  days  ago,  he  posi- 
tively refused  to  answer,  but  would 
state  that  $1  40  a  bushel  was  too 
much  to  pay  for  wheat  Notwith- 
standing denials,  deductions  are  too 
apparent  They  have  their  coal, 
we  have  our  wheat  and  United 
States  coal  The  United  States 
has  our  coin,  and  our  industrialists 
have  unemployment  Quite  a  weak 
administrative  chain.

Mr.  Wootton  gave  figures  for  the

British  Journals  just  to  hand 
bring  full  account*  of  tlir  events 
leading  up  to  the  Lambeth  Confer- 
ence, which  met  on  Monday.  July 
7.  in  Lambeth  Palace,  the  London 
residence  of  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury. The  Guardian  gives  a  list 
of  310  bishops  that  were  expected 
to  attend.  Of  those,  there  are 
twenty-four  Canadian  diocesans 
and  sixty-four  from  the  ProU 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United 
States  The  American  delegation 
almost  equals  in  number  the  com- 
bined representation  from  the  Do- 
minions, which  Li  sixty-seven.  The 
total  from  the  British  Isles  is  114. 
Six  Bishops  are  present  from  Japan 
and  nine  from  China. 

Broadcasting  an  address  on  the 
forthcoming  conference  on  th*  pre- 
ceding Monday,  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  outlined  the  subjects 
that  will  engage  the  attention  of 
its  members  during  the  month  be- 
Einnlng  July  7  and  ending  Aug- 
ust 9: 

"They  were  Riving  a  special  place 
to  youth.  They  realized  fully  the 
need  of  so  presenting  the  claim  of 
the  Christian  Taith  and  the  Chris- 
tian church  that  they  might  make 
a  freah  appeal  to  youth  In  this  day. 
with  its  freedom.  Impatience  and 
enthusiasm.  They  would  try  to  face 
the  very  difficult  questions  of  mar- 
riage and  sex  In  the  light  of  the 
facts  of  th?  present  day  and  the 
problem  of  race,  which  in  many 
parts  tf  the  world  was  of  urgent 
Importance.  A  very  larire  and  spe- 
cial place  would  be  given  to  the 
deep  theme  of  the  Christian  doc- 
trine of  God.  They  believed  it  was 
lamely  owing  to  partial  and  un- 
worthy conceptions  of  God  that  mn- 
terialLsm  was  able  to  commend  lt- 
ssif.  They  also  believed  that  a  re- 
newal of  religious  life  and  worship 
would  come  from  truer  and  richer 
Ideas  of  God." 

The  attendance  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  dlgnatarie*  of  the  Eastern 
Orthodox  churches  will  be  one  of 
the  marked  features  of  the  present 
assembly.  The  Interchange  of 
greetings  between  the  Patriarch  of 
Alexandria  and  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  is  reported  by  The 
Guardian: 

•  'This  is  really  the  first  official 
contact  which  the  Orthodox 
church  has  ever  had  with  the  An- 
glican churches.'  said  the  Patriarch 
of  Alexandria  at  the  ceremonial 
luncheon  given  In  hla  honor  on 
Monday  at  the  Greek  Legation. 
Tor  In  the  delegation  to  the  Lam- 
beth Conference  which  I  am  to 
lead  and  which  the  Oecumenical 
Patriarch  has  arranged  at  the  re- 
quest of  my  beloved  brother,  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  every 
local  Orthodox  church,  excepting 
only  ths  Russian,  which  alas!  can- 
not send  a  delegate,  will  be  repre- 
sented.' 

"  I  rejoice.'  said  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  in  his  turn,  'that  I 
have  been  privileged  to  bring  about 
this  eontacL  The  relations  between 
the  two  churches  are  more  than 
friendly.  They  are  fraternal 
Moreover,  like  the  Anglican  church, 
the  Orthodox  church  appeals  to  a 
pri.  dtlve  Catholicity,  and.  while  she 
rejerts  the  Innovations  of  Rome, 
stretrhes  out  hands  of  goadwlll  to- 
wards the  great  body  of  Chris- 
tianity. No  leader  of  the  delega- 
tion could  have  been  more  welcome 
to  me  or  acceptable  to  the  Anglican 
church  than  my  dear  friend  and 
brother  the  Parriarch  Meletios.'" 

Considerable  discussion  took  place 
regarding  the  opening  on  Sunday. 
June  27.  of  the  fourth  Anglo- 
Cathollc  Congreaa.  which  took  the 
form  of  an  open-air  celebration  of 
High  Mass  The  permission  given 
by  the  Bishop  of  London  for  this 
service  was  criticized  by  some  or- 
ganized sections  of  the  Church  of 
England  and  life  engagement  of  the 
band  of  H  M  Lifeguards  was  with- 
drawn by  the  Oovemment.  The 
Guardian's  account  of  the  service, 
at  which  twelve  Bishops  were  pres- 
ent and  included  representatives  of 
the  Eastern  Orthodox  churches,  is 
as  follows: 

"On  Sunday  morning,  the  Bishop 
of  Nassau,  president  of  the  con- 
gress, was  the  celebrant  at  the  great 
open-air  High  Mass  at  Stamford 
Bridge  football  ground  That  there 
was  organised  opposition  among 
Protestants,  and  tome  openly- 
expressed  diffidence  among  Catho- 
lics, in  regard  to  thJs  venture,  is 
common  knowledge.  On  8unday 
thousands  of  people  took  part  In  a 
great  act  of  devotion.  Entire  rever- 
ence was  secured  by  strictly  limit- 
ing admission  to  members  of  the 
congress.  Even  the  press  was  ex- 
cluded, except  rn  so  far  as  Its  repre- 
sentatives were  members  of  the  cod- 
tress.  wearing  the  congress  badge. 
The  covered  stand  was  a  sea  or  hu- 
man faces;  and  tho«.  who  took  up 
their  positions  on  the  open  steps, 
under  a  hot  June  sun.  must  have 
been  a  very  considerable  number."

First  Presbyterian  Church.  Newark.  N.J. 


P  special  Interest  because  of  the 
tercentenary  celebration  that 
Is  being  held  In  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts, is  the  glimpse  Into  the  re- 
ligious history  of  the  neighboring 
state  of  New  Jersey  that  Is  given 
by  the  church  pictured  above.  Th? 
first  fully  organlxed  church  of 
Christ  within  the  state  of  New  Jer- 
sey dates  back  to  1665.  but  the  num- 
ber of  its  supporters  was  only  about 
four  or  five  families.  A  small 
wooden  structure,  thirty-six  feet 
square,  was  erected  and  this  was 
the  real  First  Church  of  Newark. 
It  was  a  church  first,  but  it  was 
also  a  town  house  and  a  sort  of 
fort  offering  protection  against  the 
Indians.  In  the  year  1715  a  pla.n 
stone  church  took  the  place  of  the 
wooden  structure,  snd  though  It 


lacked  ornamental  detail  and 
only  forty  feet  squsre.  there  were 
many  who  doubted  thst  the  town 
of  Newark  would  ever  be  large 
enough  to  support  so  stupendous  a 
structure.  In  1788  the  present  struc- 
ture was  completed,  a  structure 
built  In  accordance  with  the  Amer- 
ican church  style  of  the  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  in- 
terior Is  plain  but  attractive  and 
much  venerated  by  the  Presby- 
tertens  of  New  Jersey  The  old  ar- 
rangement of  the  pews  and  pulpit  is 
maintained  to  this  day.  The  con- 
gregation hss  also  preserved  the  old 
original  bell  purchased  twenty-five 
years  after  the  erection  of  the  sec- 
ond church,  recast  in  1788  and  still 
today  calling  the  congregation  to- 
gether for  worship  In  the  old  edifice.

The  Targts  is  a 
North  German  Lloyd  ship.  The 
Rangitata  Is  owned  by  the  Federal 
Steam  Navigation  Company.  Ltd  .  a 
British  concern.

NEW  YORK.  July  18  (By  Cap- 
lane>. -The  slightly  reactionary 
tendencies  in  the  railroad  group 
should  be  ascribed  to  a  technical 
recession  rather  than  to  any  new 
adverse  development.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  a  few  weeks  ago 
rails  declined  considerably  below 
their  November.  1029.  levels.  In 
the  case  of  most  of  the  leading 
stocks  a  recovery  of  10  to  20  points 
from  the  extreme  low  has  already 
taken  place.

Also  the  American  Petrol- 
eum Institute  reported  a  decline  of 
3389.282  barrels  in  total  stock  of 
crude  oil  and  products  in  Pacific 
territory  during  June,  against  a  de- 
cline of  538.775  barrels  in  preceding 
month.  The  president  .of  the  insti- 
tute was  quoted  as  swing  a  better 
outlook  for  the  industry,  although 
some  advance  in  the  price  to  con- 
sumers would  have  to  be  expected 
It  was  also  reported  that  Hudson 
Motors'  second  quarter  earnings 
would  exceed  previous  estimates 

In  this  connection  an  automobile 
trade  paper  claims  that  its  survey 
shows  that  dealers  have  reduced 
the  number  of  new  cars  in  their 
possession  to  a  figure  below  a  year 
ago  that  has  existed  in  years  and 
cite  the  possibility  of  an  actual 
shortage  of  new  cars,  with  any  sub- 
stantial upturn  in  business  this  com- 
ing Fall.  Although  the  market  just 
now  Is  dominated  by  an  active  bull- 
ish leadership,  we  doubt  If  It  will 
be  attempted  if  conditions  and 
prospects  do  not  Justify  construc- 
tive tone  We  continue  to  believe 
that  the  way  to  profits  will  be  more 
readily  found  on  the  buying  side.
